ConsTANTINOPLE, Sept. 12.—-The last 
post from the Morea has brought the Porte 
very unfavorable accounts, whence it ap- 
pears that the Greeks have annihilated 
20,000 Turks. Some of the Ottomon 
forces still maintain themselves in the 
citadel of Corinth, but, deprived of pro- 
visions, and completely blockaded, they 
will soon be constrained to surrender.— 
Colocotroni is commander in chief of the 
Greeks. Several Turks were executed 
at Scio on the Sth inst. for persevering in 
the assassination even of sick Christians. 
The inhabitants of that Island are redu- 
ced from 160,000 souls to 300.
